heieby given that the said draft rules will be ak.en into con¬ 
sideration on or after the expiry of a period of sixty days 
from the date on which the copies of the Gaetts of India 
in which the notification is published are made available 
to the public. 

Any objection or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft rules before the 
expiry of the period so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1. tl) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 

Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
final publication in the Official Gazette, except rule 
(3) and (4) and sub-rule (a), fb) ar.fl 

(c) of rule 11, which shall come into force after 
one year from the date of their final publication. 

2. In rule 28 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Rules) for 
the words “t..oaltar food colour”, wherever they occur, the 
words “Synthetic colour” shall be substituted. 

3. For rule 29 of the principal rules, the following shall 
be substituted, namely :■— 

“29. Use of permitted synthetic colour prohibited. Use 
of permitted synthetic colour in or upon any food 
other than those enumerated below is prohibited :— 

(a) Ice-cream, milk lollies; 

(b) Biscuits, pastries, cakes, sugar boiled confectio¬ 
nary, lozenges and thread candles : 

(c) Bottled or canned peas, fruit syrup, fruit squash, 

fruit cordial jellies, fruit bar, fruit beverages 
and fruit drink, jam, marmalade, candied crystal¬ 
lised or glazed fruit and synthetic soft drink con¬ 
centrates ; 

(d) Non-alcoholic carbonated and non-carbonated 
ready-to-serve synthetic beverages including syn¬ 
thetic syrups, sherbets 

(e) Custard powder; and 

(f) Jelly crystal and ice candy,”. 

. 4. For the rule 3D of the principal rule; the following
